Prison Walkout 
Spreads To 3rd 
Ohio Institution

A wildcat walkout by state workers 
at three Ohio prisons spread to the 
Athens Mental Health Center today as 
110 members of a state government 
union voted to boycott work in an effort 
to get a pay raise. 


Meanwhile, the state planned to go to 
court to restrain pickets at the three 
prisons. 


The 110 workers at the center, 
m embers of the American Federation 
of State, County and 
M unicipal 
Employes, are part of a 500-member 
work 
force 
which 
cares 
for 
340 
patients. Two other unions at the 
facility have not decided whether to 
walk out. 


The center employes joined striking 
corrections workers at three of Ohio’s 
six major prisons pressing for im­ 
mediate legislative action on a pay 
raise. 
The Department of Rehabilitation 
and Correction was asking courts in 
the counties where prisons were af­ 
fected by job action to issue a tem ­ 
porary 
restraining 
order 
to 
limit 
pickets and permit employes with 
other union affiliations to return to 
work. 
The Department of Mental Health 
and 
Mental 
Retardation 
was 
not 
considering legal action. However, the 
superintendent at the Athens Mental 
Health Center said if workers did not 
return within two days, he would take 
action. He did not elaborate.

Across U.S.

Thundershowers remained along the 
Carolina coast and in parts of the 
M idwest today, but storm s had 
diminished elsewhere leaving most of 
the nation free of rain. 
Rainfall continued in widely scat­ 
tered sections of Illinois, Missouri, 
Iowa and Nebraska. 
Skies cleared quickly after rain 
subsided, except where a thick wedge 
of clouds had forced its way from the 
Carolinas to southern Pennsylvania 
west 
through 
Iowa 
and 
southern 
Nebraska. Clouds also covered much 
of the Pacific Northwest. 
Heat and humidity persisted from 
the lower half of the Plains east to the 
Atlantic. 
Temperatures were in the 70s from 
North Dakota through Iowa and east 
into Virginia overnight, and in the 80s 
through much of the central and 
southern Plains. 
The mercury dipped into the 50s in 
northern Michigan and Wisconsin and 
in New England, and cooler readings 
were the rule through the Rockies and 
Pacific Northwest.

Wheelchair Olympic team leaves next 
Tuesday for the British Isles Stokes- 
Mansville, England, and the Inter­ 
national W heelchair G am es, and 
Edinburgh, Scotland. 
He will compete in the 25-meter 
freestyle, the 25-meter breaststroke, 
the 25-meter backstroke and the 745- 
meter individual medley. 
C om pletely paralyzed from the 
waist down, I^arry holds the National 
Wheelchair Games record in the 25- 
yard freestyle in his class. He won the 
event 
in 
22.1 
at 
the 
National 
W heelchair 
G am es 
in 
Spokane, 
Washington this summer, qualifying 
for the American team in the Inter­ 
national Games. 
This is no small accomplishment, 
considering he had never swum 
competitively before this spring and 
the first time he was clocked in the 
freestyle his time was over 30 seconds. 


The world record in lo rry ’s class is 
19.9, set last year. 
Training for the 
International 
Games, I^arry is swimming about 800 
yards a day working out with the 
Circleville Swim Team at the local 
pool. 
He credits much of his improvement 
to Jim Shea, coach of Circleville 
Piranhas. “Jim has really helped me 
in a lot of ways,” Larry states. Since 
I’ve been working with him I’ve cut my 
time from 30.5 to a 20.5. in practice.” 
Shea has Larry practicing by 
swimming 50-yard distances in all of 
his strokes. “I figure if he can swim 
the 50 in under 60 seconds, the 25 
should be a breeze for him ,” Shea 
says. 
He really gives Larry a workout, 
keeping him in the water almost 
constantly from 11:30 a.m. to I p m. 
every day. 
I^arry has always been a dedicated 


athlete. At I^ogan Elm High School he 
earned letters in football, basketball, 
track and baseball and was named to 
the A ll-Scioto V alley C onference 
football team as a senior. 
After graduation he enlisted in the 
Navy, serving three years of a four- 
year hitch. His enlistment was cut 
short when he injured his knee while 
playing football in the service. 
I^arry was paralyzed two years ago 
on Aug. 22,1972, as a result of injuries 
sustained in a motorcycle accident on 
the Circleville-Tarlton Road. His wife, 
the former Judy Snook, gave birth to 
their son, Chris, just seven days later. 
Although his family had been told 
that Larry might never walk again, it 
was nearly two months before his 
surgeons told him the bad news. 
During the past two years I^arry has 
adjusted to life in a wheelchair and has 
become auite self-sufficient. He can 
drive his specially equipped auto. 


A little over a year ago he became 
interested in wheelchair athletics. This 
past winter he was a member of the 
Buckeye Wheelers basketball team 
and traveled around the state, to 
Michigan and to Canada playing the 
sport. 


In addition to swimming, he threw 
the javelin and bowled at the Ohio and 
Michigan Wheelchair games. 


At the time of his accident, Larry 
was employed at Reynolds Metals in 
Ashville. He is currently attending 
Columbus Technical Institute where 
he is majoring in general business 
management. He has six quarters to 
go until he receives his associate 
degree. 
Few who know I^arry doubt that he 
will come back from England and 
Scotland with his share of honors, nor 
do they doubt that he will walk again 
some day.

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Sen. Gurney Indicted 


Wednesday night. Earlier in the day, 
workers at the Lucasville penitentiary 
walked out, joining the protest begun 
last weekend by employes at the 
Lebanon Correctional Institution. 
The workers at the three facilities 
are represented by the Ohio Civil 
Service Employes Association, the 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal 
Employes and the 
Teamsters. 
But officials of the three unions said 
the strike was not sanctioned. 
And a state corrections department 
spokesman said the walkout was not 
union related. 
“This can’t be identified as a union 
action,” said Joe Ashley, the depart­ 
m ent’s information officer. “It’s being 
done 
by 
employes 
without 
union 
sponsorship.” 
At Chillicothe, picket lines were set 
up at two entrances and strikers 
prevented 
everyone, 
including 
supervisors, from entering, according 
to Supt. Frank Gray. 
Gray said about 35 correctional 
officers remained on duty after the IO 
p.m. change of shifts and they, along 
with administrative personnel, were 
operating the 1,300-inmate facility. 
The 
1,100-prisoner 
L ucasville 
penitentiary and the Lebanon prison, 
with 1,300 convicts, were being staffed 
primarily by supervisory and 
ad­ 
ministrative people. 
At 
the 
m axim um 
security 
penitentiary, prisoners were 
being 
confined to their cellblocks around the 
clock, even receiving their m eals 
there, officials said. 
The 
Ohio 
D epartm ent 
of 
Re­ 
habilitation and Correction ordered 
strikers to return to their jobs by this 
morning or face disciplinary action, 
which an official said could range from 
a reprimand to firing. 
Owen King of the AFSCME and 
Jam es Magas of the Teamsters said 
officers of the unions were attempting 
to get members to end the walkout. 
Karl Stewart of the OCSEA, whose 
members took down their picket lines 
at Lebanon Tuesday night, said 
members of that union were no longer 
on strike. 
“But we have told our mem bers not 
to cross picket lines if they fear bodily 
harm ,” he said. 
Stewart said correctional employes 
apparently were “ dism ayed and 
discouraged” over rumors that the 
legislature was considering a 15-cent 
hourly pay increase for state workers. 
He urged the \ int legislative con­ 
ference 
committee 
working 
on 
a 
supplemental appropriations bill to 
reconsider the use of available funds 
and offer a more “realistic” increase 
for public employes. 
“Anything less than OCSEA’s 31- 
cent proposal will probably heighten 
the frustration already felt by public 
employ eh,” he said. 
The legislative committee has no 
furthur meetings scheduled this week. 
It is expected to meet early next week 
at a time set by the 
committee 
chairman, Rep. Myrl H. Shoemaker, 
D-88 Bonnieville. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) - Sen. 
Edward J. Gurney has been indicted 
by a federal grand jury in connection 
with a $233,000 fund-raising effort in­ 
volving contractors and developers 
seeking U.S. 
housing contract 
in­ 
fluence. 
The 
Florida 
Republican 
was 
charged 
with 
bribery, 
conspiracy, 
taking part in a coverup and lying to 
the special grand jury. The panel 
returned the indictment Wednesday 
after a 10-month investigation. 
Conviction on all counts could bring 
up to a 42-year prison term. 
No arraignment date was set for 
Gurney or six other men indicted. 
Gurney, the first U.S. senator in 50 
years to be indicted while in office, 
said he is innocent: 
“I have an abiding faith in the 
American system of justice and firmly 
believe that I will be proved innocent 
of any wrongdoing in this affair.” 
Gurney, 60, of Winter 
Park, 
a 
member of the Senate Watergate 
committee and a staunch supporter of 
President Nixon both on the committee 
and off, is up for re-election this year. 
Florida Republican Chairman L.E. 
Thomas said the indictment “dealt a 
mortal blow” to Gurney’s re-election 
bid. 
The grand jury probe began after 
The Miami Herald reported that a 
Gurney aide obtained funds in Gur­ 
ney’s name from builders hoping to 
win his influence with the Federal 
Housing Administration. 
Indicted with Gurney were: 
Jam es Lee Groot of Washington, 
G urney’s 
form er 
adm inistrative 
assistant; 
Earl 
M. 
Crittenden 
of 
Orlando, 
form er 
Florida 
GOP 
chairman; George Anderson of Winter 
Park, the senator’s 1968 campaign 
treasurer; Joseph Bastien, the head of 
Gurney’s field office in Winter Park; 
and FRA officials Wayne Swiger of 
Tampa 
and 
Ralph 
M. 
Koontz 
of 
Jacksonville. 
The 33-page indictment also lists 42 
un indicted coconspirators. They in­ 
clude 
contractors 
and 
developers, 
housing officials and the chief fund­ 
raiser, I^arry E. Williams of Orlando. 
Williams pleaded guilty early this 
year to channeling a bribe and at­ 
tempting to avoid income taxes. He 
was sentenced to six months in prison.

The grand jury said Gurney lied 
when he testified under oath before the 
grand jury on May 13-14 that he didn’t 
know until June 1972 that Williams was 
raising money for him and when he 
said he didn’t learn until the summer 
of 1973 that money raised by Williams 
was spent on his Florida field offices. 
The first count of the indictment 
charges that all seven defendants 
conspired from December 1970 on to 
raise the Gurney funds from con­ 
tractors and developers who had mat­ 
ters pending before the U.S. Housing 
and Urban Development Department. 
It lists 115 overt acts, including the 
gift of a condominium to Gurney by the 
late John Dye of Orlando. 


Two other counts charge that

took 
the 
condom inium 
apartment unit in Ocean Club III at 
Vero Beach, “being influenced to aid 
in committing ... a fraud.” 
Crittenden is charged with aiding 
Gurney in committing this offense. 
Gurney was also accused of lying to 
the grand jury when he testified that 
(I) Williams didn’t tell him the gift of a 
condominium was for favors Williams 
did for Dye and Reeves, (2) he said he 
told his law partners after June 1971 
not to accept clients doing business 
with the United States and (3) he said 
he didn ’t tell former Florida area HUD 
director Forrest Howell of Jackson­ 
ville not to award a project to Joseph 
Chapman of Panama City, Fla. 
Impeachment Panel Hears Dean 


WASHINGTON (AP) - John W. 
Dean III, who once said his most 
difficult problem was “how I could end 
this m ess without mortally wounding 
the President,” faces questioning in 
the im peachm ent proceedings he 
helped to initiate. 
It was Dean’s Senate testimony a 
year ago linking President Nixon with 
the Watergate cover-up that helped set 
the stage for the current inquiry by the 
House Judiciary Committee. 
His 
testim ony 
now 
has 
been 
requested by Jam es St. Clair, Nixon’s 
impeachment defense lawyer, who 
wants to examine him on the narrow 
issue of a $75,000 payment he helped 
arrange for Watergate conspirator E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. 
The former White House counsel 
played a leading role in all phases of 
the cover-up until he decided to tell his 
story to the Watergate prosecutors in 
April 1973. 
Today’s session will be something of 
a homecoming for Dean, who was a 
minority counsel to the Judiciary 
Com m ittee for two years before 
moving to the Justice Department 
early in the Nixon administration. 
“He was minority counsel of sub­ 
committee 3,” Rep. Edward 
Hut­ 
chinson, R-Mich., now the ranking 
com m ittee 
R epublican, 
recalled 
Wednesday. “ I sat beside him and he 
did a good job.” 
“I know him very well,” said Rep. 
Charles E. Wiggins, R-Calif., another 
senior GOP member. “He is most 
competent and I had no reason to 
question his integrity when he was 
here.”

All St. Clair wants Dean to tell the 
committee is how he passed on Hunt’s 
request for money to Frederick C.

St. Clair hopes Dean will say he 
called LaRue that morning before a

discussed. A tape of that conversation, 
in which Nixon appears to be telling 
Dean, “For Christ’s sake, get it,” is 
regarded by St. Clair as the most 
damaging evidence against Nixon. 
St. Clair is trying to show that the 
payment was set in motion by Dean 
before he m et with Nixon. 
I^aRue’s testimony on that point was 


unconvincing to m ost com m ittee 
members. He said he thought he 
received Dean’s call in the morning, 
but it might have been later. 
Former Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 
testified Wednesday on the same point 
and again left members with mixed 
views. IxiRue called Mitchell after 
hearing from Dean, and according to 
som e m em bers M itchell testified 
I^aRue’s call came before 12:30 p.m. 
However, other members said Mit­ 
chell was hazy on the point. 
Most members agreed that Mit­ 
ch e ll’s day-long secret testim ony 
added little to the comm ittee’s un­ 
derstanding of the March 21 events. 
M itchell, under indictm ent for 
perjury, conspiracy and obstruction of 
justice, tried to limit the com m ittee’s 
questioning to March 21, but members 
refused to be so restricted. 
Members said his replies produced 
little information. 
Heavy Users O f Alcohol Risk 
Cancer, Researchers Report 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)

A 
new 
federal report says moderate drinking 
may be beneficial to some people, but 
that heavy drinking and smoking 
combined greatly increases the risk of 
mouth and throat cancer. 
“The wide range of devastating 
problems associated with the use of 
alcohol all relate to excessiveness—not 
moderation,” said Dr. Morris E. Cha- 
fetz, director of the National Institute 
on Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism. 
“This demands that we, as a society, 
begin to exercise a sufficient measure 
of individual and social responsibility 
in our use of beverage alcohol—a re­ 
sponsibility that has been seriously 
lacking.” 
The report was sent to Congress by 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare as Chafetz outlined its 
findings Wednesday to a White House 
seminar for health writers. 
Cancers of the mouth, pharynx, 
larynx and esophagus and primary 
cancer of the liver “appear to be 
definitely related to heavy alcohol 
intake in the United States and parts of 
the world where these occur with high 
frequency in m en,” the report said. 
It found that heavy drinkers and 
smokers run a 15-times-greater risk of 
developing cancer of the mouth and 
throat than abstainers. 
According to the report, moderate 
drinking is considered to be con­ 
sumption of up to three ounces of 
whisky, a half bottle of wine or four 
glasses of beer daily. 
Beyond that, a drinker runs nearly 
2*2 tim es greater risk of oral cancer, 
about the same as a person who 
smokes 40 or more cigarettes daily, the 
report said. 
Chafetz said that for reasons unclear 
to researchers, the over-all risk of 
mouth and throat cancer is greatly 
compounded for people who both drink 
and smoke heavily. 
However, he told the 
seminar: 
“There 
is 
no 
evidence 
that 
the 
moderate use of alcohol is harmful to 
health. M oderate drinkers, as a 


statistical group, live longer than 
abstainers or ex-drinkers.” 
Chafetz said moderate drinkers have 
a lower rate of heart attacks and that 
“ m oderate alcohol 
use m ay 
be 
p h ysically, 
p sychologically 
and 
socially beneficial to active and in­ 
stitutionalized older people.” 
He emphasized the report does not 
contend that heavy drinking causes 
cancer, but said there is a clear 
statistical correlation between the two. 
Chafetz said an increase in heavy 
teen-age drinking “just blows my 
mind. It worries me greatly.”

Judge Rules 
‘Last Tango’ 
Not Obscene 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - A U.S. 
District Court judge ruled Wednesday 
that the film, “ I.ast Tango in Pans” is 
not obscene. 
Judge Timothy Hogan said the film 
is “ a work protected by the First 
.Amendment.” 
The judgement stems from a 
complaint filed in June by United 
Artists. The company asked that 
Hamilton County Prosecutor Simon 
l>eis be enjoined from interfering with 
the presentation of "I^st Tango” in 
the county. 
The film played at the downtown 
Studio Cinema seven weeks before it 
was closed in July, 1973. 
I>eis said at the hearing that he was 
compelled to act after the Cincinnati 
Police Division received “ a number of 
complaints” about the movie. 
Roy WTnte, owner of Mid^States 
Theatres and operator of the Studio 
Cinema, testified that I/eis had told 
him that if he did not stop showing the 
film, a grand jury might return an 
indictment against him. 
The judge said that while “ Last 
Tango” did depict sexual conduct in a 
patently offensive way, but that, as a 
whole, the work did not appeal to the 
prurient interest and that the film had 
serious literary and artistic value.

couragment. He was ordained here in 
1966 and last year he was named police 
chief. 
On Sundays he takes the pulpit of the 
local Mormon church, often drawing 
his sermons from police experiences of 
the previous week. 
On Wednesday nights he takes a 
break from patroling this town of 1,900 
to officiate at church prayer meetings. 
He also serves as treasurer for the 
congregation. 
“ People in my congregation have 
told me they find my sermons much 
more meaningful because many of the 
examples I give them are current and 
real,” says I/oyd. 
A sample sermon topic: “ I arrested 
a boy one time. He pulled out a gun and 
pulled the trigger and the gun didn’t go 
off. It was a stolen gun and I talked to 
the owner and he said it had never 
misfired before. I just felt that this had 
to do with it not being my time to go be­ 
cause God had something else for me 
to do.” 
I/oyd says that so far his dual roles 
haven’t caused awkward conflicts, 
although patrolmen still curse in the 
station house and his church members 
still double park. 
“ They really go hand in hand,” he 
says. “ I think anytime you’re doing 
what you think is right, like trying to 
keep the peace, A runs along with the 
commandments that God gave.”

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — An agreement 
in principle has been announced here 
to merger Knight Newspapers Inc. and 
Ridder Publications Inc., forming a 
new group of 35 newspapers. 
The Knight-Ridder papers would 
have a combined daily circulation of 
about 3.6 million' largest of any 
American newspaper group. Gannett 
Newspapers, with 54 papers and a 
combined daily circulation of about 2.3 
million, would remain the largest 
group in number of papers.

Thompson said the fund didn’t get 
into the stock market until the start of 
the Gilligan administration although it 
Soviet Firm 
Files Suit 
For Fee 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Soviet 
Import-Export, Inc., of New York filed 
suit against General Tire International 
here Wednesday, seeking a $3.75 
million finder’s fee it claims it is due in 
connection with development of a 
radial tire plant in Romania. 
The 
firm , 
which 
represents 
American companies trading with the 
Soviet Union and countries in Eastern 
Europe, contends breach of contract in 
General’s development of the $75 
million plant. 
The suit says the export-import firm 
was contracted by General in July, 
1971, to act as an intermediary in 
negotiations that led to the an­ 
nouncement of the Romanian plant in 
April, 1973. 
General is accused of completing the 
transactions through the aid of another 
agency “without just cause” and fail­ 
ing to pay Soviet Import-Export the 
contracted 5 per cent finder’s fee. 
T.E. Pitterger, vice president and 
chief counsel for General, denied the 
allegation. 
“We have no reason to believe we 
owe anybody any finder’s fee,” he 
said. 


had statutory authority to do so since

The obvious devotion you reflect in 
your letter is as wise as it is com­ 
mendable. 
All people with chronic disorders 
affect those who live in intimate 
contact with them. Knowing more 
about their disease and planning to be 
a contnbutton to them is beneficial to 
the patient and to the family. 
Parkinson’s disease, or paralysis 
agitans. is sometimes called shaking 
palsy.” This is a disorder of the brain 
and the central nervous system 
associated with a slowness of activity, 
general weakness, and a charac­ 
teristic tremor of the hands 
With Parkinson’s disease there may- 
come a rigidity of the muscles of the 
face and an absence of expression 
during emotion. 
One of the most difficult problems is 
the tremor of the hands which can 
interfere with m anipulation and 
normal manual dexterity. 
The simple act of eating or brushing 
the hair or getting dressed becomes a 
complicated problem in some later 
stages of this condition. 
It must be impressed on everyone

A BILL FOR THE EXPENP'TURE OF

NEW YORK AP i — Sometimes you 
can ignore the numbers or say that 
they lie, but when you're impaled on 
them, as is the American consumer, 
you know by the pain that the numbers 
are real. 
Most significant of the numerical 
spikes are those that show disposable 
income has risen close to IO per cent 
during the past year but that prices 
have risen even more sharply, 
although only slightly more so. 
But the pain doesn’t come from 
prices alone Taxes too have risen So, 
despite those pay increases, real 
spendable earnings at midyear are 4.5 
per cent below a year ago. 
Adding to the financial strain of 
many families is the necessity to pay­ 
off some of the big installment credit 
loans that were taken out rn 1972 and 
1973 — some of them forced on con­ 
sumers by existing financial strains. 
According to H arris Bank of 
Chicago, the rise of installment credit 
in those two years was exceeded only 
once before in the past two decades. It 
increased 15.1 per cent, compared to 16 
per cent in 1955-1956 
There were unusual factors at work 
in that earlier period. It was a time of 
unprecedented 
increases 
in 
automobile sales, for one thing. F'or

Lets Reserve 
Ruling Stand

lower court decision giving Reserve 
Mining Co. a 70-day reprieve from an 
order to shut down its Silver Bay, 
Minn., Iron ore processing plant. 
The court, with Justice William O. 
Douglas dissenting, declined to set 
aside the U.S. Circuit Court action in 
St. IiOuis as requested by Minnesota 
state officials. 
The circuit court suspended for 70 
days an order by U.S. District Judge 
Miles W. Durd ordering the plant 
closed because of an alleged health 
hazard. 
Reserve dumps 67,000 tons of ground 
up rock into I^ake Superior daily. 
During trial of a suit by Minnesota 
officials and the federal government, 
specialists testified the rock contains 
asbestos fibers which may be injurious 
to health. 
The circuit court directed I^ord to get 
the parties together during the 70-day 
reprieve to work out a cleanup plan. 
The plan us to be submitted to the 
circuit court for approval. The Justice 
Department decided against appealing 
the circuit court ruling, but asked for 
speedy action at the district court 
level.

Nurses are prepared for ner­ 
vousness. They seat the father before 
they carefully snuggle the baby into 
his arms. 


“I think ifs really good. Before I 
would have had to look at him through 
a window. But he was bom Sunday, 
and I got to hold him Monday,” he 
said. 
“Carol (his 22-year-old wife) wanted 
me with her through all of it, including 
the labor and delivery,” he said. 
He was permitted in the labor room, 
but not in delivery. When his wife was 
still 
resting 
in the hospital 
im­ 
mediately after the birth, he could visit 
her nearly any hour of the day. He was 
considered a “ working father.” 
Friends and relatives were limited 
to an hour and a half each day at 
visiting time. 
Hospital experience has shown that 
most visitors, particularly in large 


numbers, tend to tire new mothers, but 
the presence of the husband through 
most of the day is beneficial, Mrs. 
Luckner said. 
“I think that this is really going to 
work," a hospital aide said. “ It’s long 
been needed. The father’s not a visitor 
any more. He definitely is a part of the 
family.”

Better Deal For Tall People 
Promoted A t Convention 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Bruised 
heads, knees and feelings are daily 
hardships. They avoid aisle seats in 
theaters. They shop by mail or spend 
exorbitant amounts of money for 
clothes and shoes. 


They are tall people in a world 
designed for the mythical average 
person. 


Some 250 members of Tall Clubs 
International are gathered here to 
discuss such problems eye to eye with 
other women 5-foot-10 or taller and 
other men at least 6-2. 


Boosting the self esteem of the tall 
people is a main function of the clubs, 
which claim 3,000 members in 68 
United States, Canadian and European 
chapters. They were founded 28 years 
ago. 
W indm ills 
No Solution 
For Energy 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Wind­ 
mills will not solve the energy crisis, 
according to Thomas J. McNutt, 
Franklin County agriculture extension 
agent. 


McNutt says that he discourages the 
numerous inquiries made to him about 
windmills during the past six months 
because he said he believes that 
windmills are fine for pumping water 
into a storage tank, but too expensive 
for producing electric power. 
“ It 
would 
probably 
cost 
a 
homeowner $3,000 or $4,000 for a 
windmill and generator which would 
then not produce the amount of elec­ 
tricity needed to run a modern home," 
McNutt said. 
"A windmill would probably provide 
only enough power for lighting and 
some very low power-consuming 
appliances," he added. 
Nevertheless, McNutt said he’s had 
more inquiries about windmills in the 
past six months than during the pre­ 
vious 12 years. 
He said he feels this interest has 
been generated by national magazine 
articles discussing uses for windmills.

"We came together first for social 
reasons and tried to be a comfort to 
each other," Ray Jones, a 6-6 General 
Services Adm inistration engineer 
from Philadelphia, said at the con­ 
vention opening Tuesday. The meeting 
runs through Sunday. 


“We get some girls and guys who 
have been social outcasts for years 
because of their height. As a minority 
of 3 per cent, we have some problems 
but we’re making progress. 


"We lobbied bedding manufacturers 
to point out the need for king-sized and 
extra-long beds for comparable prices 
and that is being remedied," he said. 
"We also would like General Motors 
and other car manufacturers to put 
more leg room in their cars. Now 
people have to modify the front seat so 
it will slide back further, or they just 
suffer." 
At the urging of the Tall Clubs, Jones 
said some airlines now let passengers 
reserve seats next to emergency exit 
doors where there’s an extra foot of leg 
room. 
"But clothes are the main problem," 
said Winnie Heinson, chairwoman of 
the convention’s beauty pageant. 
"We can’t shop like a regular per­ 
son," she said. "Trying to find a 14 
narrow shoe is nearly impossible. We 
would like to be able to buy less ex­ 
pensive things." 
"I was a skinny kid and wore T- 
shirts when I went swimming," Jones 
recalled. "I told the other kids I was 
afraid of getting sunburned, but I was 
hiding my ribs. They called me things 
like ‘bean pole’ or ‘the fat spear.’ I 
could not accept the fact that I was 
extremely tall and slender."

Tuskegee 
Limitations 
Imposed 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. i A P' - A 
federal judge has ruled that only those 
persons who were affected physically 
by disease as a result of the Tuskegee 
syphilis study may seek damages. 
U.S. District Court Judge Frank M. 
Johnson Jr. issued the ruling Tuesday 
in setting Dec. 16 as the trial date for a 
multimillion dollar damage suit in 
connection with the 40-year-old federal 
experiment. 
Some 40 surviving participants of the 
now-terminated syphilis experiment 
are seeking $3 million damages each 
from the federal government. 
They originally asked that the class 
action include the surviving par­ 
ticipants as well as the families of all 
participants, living or dead. About 600 
black men from Tuskegee in southeast 
Alabama were denied treatment for 
syphilis m the study which began in 
1932. 
Johnson, however, said plaintiffs 
may include: 
—Living participants who had or 
contracted syphilis at any time at or 
after the commencement of the study. 
—Wives of living or deceased 
syphilitic participants who had or 
contracted the disease while their 
husbands took part. 
—Children of living or deceased 
syphilitic participants who were bom 
with congenital syphilis after the 
experiment began. 
The study, carried out under the 
auspices of the U.S. Public Health 
Service, sought to measure the effects 
of untreated syphilis. It was ter­ 
minated in 1972.

livestock situation shows the United 
States continues to have a com­ 
manding lead in meat production 
despite a 6.2 per cent decline last year. 
The Agriculture Department said 
world red meat production, based on 
statistics for major countries, was 
down only slightly to 65.6 million 
metric tons. However, that was only 
one-half of one per cent below 1972. 


Total meat output in the United 
States in 1973 was about 15.7 million 
m etric tons, approximately one 
million below 1972. The next iargest 
producing country was the Soviet Un­ 
ion with more than 9.9 million tons, a 
decline of six-tenths of I per cent. 
The figures, reported Wednesday by 
the department s Foreign Agriculture 
Service, showed meat output was up 
5.2 per cent 
last year in South 
America, with almost all of the in­ 
crease occurring in Brazil. 


Production in the European Com­ 
munity was down slightly, but it rose 8 
per cent in countries outside the 
community, nearly all of it in Spain 
and Greece. African counties produced 
1.9 per cent less meat than in 1972, but 
output in Asia rose 6.8 per cent mainly 
because of a large gain in Taiwan. 
Production in Oceania — including 
Australia and New Zealand — declined 
2.9 per cent. 


Although there was no projection by 
the agency for 1974 meat production, 
another report Wednesday showed 
cattle slaughter is expected to increase 
this 
year 
in 
many 
countries 
as 
producers slow expansions of breeding 
herds. 
“ Reduced cattle prices, because of 
worldwide consumer resistance to 
high meat prices, and high feed costs, 
are the major reasons for the increase 
in slaughter rates,” the report said. 


In reviewing last year’s livestock 
situation, the report said world cattle 
inventories totaled a record 1.3 billion 
head last Jan. I. a gain of 1.8 per cent 
from a year earlier. 
The United States had more than 
127.5 million cattle as of Jan. I, up 4.9

T h e hysteria has started. It has become “ open season on the 
President of the United States. He is called a criminal, a liar, a 
disgrace to his office. Such epitaphs are not normally used 
against our chief executive.

Some people seem to forget that when a man is elected Presi­ 
dent he becomes President of all the people. Therefore, when 
we insult the office by throwing around a lot of loose charges, we 
do injury to ourselves.

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Railway Postal Workers 
Had Spirit Of Camaraderie

EDITOR’S NOTE: The author of 
these articles is a free lance writer of 
newspaper articles and has written for 
The Herald on several occasions. He 
entered the Railway Mail Service as a 
substitute railway postal clerk in 1941 
and retired in June 1973 as a super­ 
visor in the Columbus Post office. 
During his career with the postal 
service he served in various capacities 
both as clerk and supervisor. He and 
his wife Louise live in Ashville. 
Since his retirement from the postal 
service, Leatherwood manages his 
farms and is a real estate dealer. The 
last run of the highway post office on 
June 30 prompted this series of ar­ 
ticles, in which I>eatherwood recalls 
with fond memories his days as a 
railway postal clerk, retells some of 
the stories and legends of the service 
and expresses his opinions on what he 
terms "the steady deterioration of the 
mail service”. Opinions expressed in 
these articles are those of the author 
and not necessarily those of The 
Herald.

During World War II, I had a run for 
some time on the Pittsburgh & St. 
Louis Railway Post Office. One of my 
assignments was on Pennsylvania 
Train 65, called The Spirit of St. Louis. 
This train had a very fast schedule. 
It averaged about 53 miles per hour 
between Columbus and St. Louis which 
included station time. So sometimes 
we were whizzing out through the 
midwest at a pretty good clip. There 
were about eight or nine crew mem­ 
bers in each crew and it took five 
crews to operate this particular run. 


We would work two round trips, be off 
duty for five days and then work two 
more round trips and be off seven 
days. We referred to it as a 4-5, 4-7. 
During the crucial war period we 
worked four on and four off. That was 
one wonderful thing about the Railway 
Mail Service. Most runs carried a lay­ 
off period longer than the working 
period. 
However the working time was spent 
at long hours and arduous work, on a 
swaying moving tram. But there was a 
sense of belonging to a team and a 
friendly rivalry would build up be­ 
tween crews to see who could work the 
most mail. That is one of the elements 
that the modem mechanized post 
offices cannot evaluate because it is 
lacking in a machine-like atmosphere. 
One of the clerks-in-charge of one of 
the crews nick-named all the crews. 
Time has robbed me of the names of 
3 of the crews but I remember the 
other two. One of the crew s was called 
the "idiots” and another the "misfits”. 
The other three had names that I know 
were just as becoming. When a group 
of people share a common goal and 
work in close proximity as we did, I 
guess it is natural that some one comes 
up w ith epithets that stick and to the 
outsider would be an insult but to those 
who knew each other they were really 
indicative of a common brotherhood, 
as odd as this may seem. 
There were nearly 300 clerks and 
possibly 70 to 80 clerks-in-charge 
f foremen > who manned the Pittsburgh 
& St. Lxiuis RPO. Obviously some 
quaint nick-names surfaced. One of the 
foreman was called "turkey-neck”. He 
was tall and had a long neck. Another

had a wal-rus type moustache and was 
nicknamed 
"w alrus-face.”

One 
Christmas season when the mail was 
heavy, "mouse-face” was assigned to 
make an extra trip with "walrus- 
face”. "Mouse-face” said to "walrus- 
face” Why do they call you "walrus- 
face” ? Now "walrus-face” was a big 
gruff old boy and he said “same 
(expletive deleted) reason they call 
you "mouse-face.” 
There was one clerk in one of the 
crews who was well educated—a 
graduate of one of the major univer­ 
sities it was said. But he had a habit of 
slovenly dress and letting his hair go 
un-cut for a month or so when military 
cuts were a lot more popular than 
today’s long hair. Now I am sure that 
most of you readers know what a carp 
is. It is considered a scavenger fish of 
>orts. Well, two of the crew were 
discussing fishing and someone 
mentioned a carp. Our university 
friend asked what a carp was. One of 
the clerks responded "------- if you 
were a fish, you would be a carp.” 
During the war the mail was ex­ 
tremely heavy with military mail. I 
was assigned the "local” job on the 
"Spirit” . This was the job of catching 
the mail pouches from the mail cranes 
along the railroad tracks on the fly and 
dispatching on the fly also. We were 
admonished to "throw outward and 
downward.” There was an extremely 
large amount of mail in the catcher 
pouch when I caught it one morning at 
West Jefferson. Ohio and the mail went 
right through the pouch and showered 
down like a bunch of goose feathers 
being picked. Of course I had to give an 
explanation but what could one expect 
w ith an over-loaded pouch when it was 
hit at a speed of about 80 miles per 
hour. 
One morning I was in the mail-car 
door to make the catch and dispatch at 
one of the small offices west of Dayton, 
El Dorado I believe, and one of the 
driver arms came off the engine. The 
engineer set the air brakes and I felt I 
was nearly going through the steel 
mail car. The driver arm came up and 
over and it is a wonder it didn’t de-rail 
us. It would cut the ends off the ties in 
the track just as if a giant John Bunyon 
was swinging a giant ax. 
These things bring back fond 
memories but it is understandable why 
the story is told about the young 
substitute clerk who was fired after his 
probationary period. He was not too 
happy about losing his employment 
and he wrote his former boss about six 
months later "This is to inform you 
that I have another job—it is a better 
job, a cleaner job and a job that offers 
m ore advancem ent—I ’m shoveling 
coal.”

NFL Strike Kills Charity Gam e

The two sides are getting back 
together again, sort of, 
but the 
National Football league players’ 
strike has already claimed its first vic­ 
tims—the underprivileged kids of 
Chicago. 


Officials of the N FL Players 
Association and N FL Management 
Council agreed Wednesday to try and 
resume contract negotiations. But a 
few hours later, the striking players 
achieved a bitter-tasting goal when the 
Ju ly 26 College All-Star Game, 
an 
annual charity affair, was the first 
tune since its 1934 inception. 


Chicago Tribune Charities, sponsor 
of the game which traditionally kicks 
off the NFL exhibition schedule, said it 
couldn’t finance and plan a game 
under the prevailing uncertain con­ 
ditions and decided to cancel the 
contest. 


Cooper Rollow, chairman ot the 
charities, said the decision to call off 
the game—an action which will cost 
underprivileged 
Chicago-area 
youngsters about $200,000—was taken 
after the players’ union failed to give 
"its full sanction’ to the playing of the 
game. 


Two days earlier, the collegians, 
trapped in the middle of the dispute, 
voted by a slim majority not to play 
unless the strike was settled by game 
day. They would have earned $250 
apiece for playing. 


It’ll also cost some NFL players a 
healthy chunk of dough. Miami’s Super 
Bowl-champion Dolphins, the other 
team in the game, would have earned 
about $175,000, with some individual 
stars getting one-game paychecks 
upwards of $5,000. At least four Miami 
veterans had said they would cross 
their union’s picket line to play.

M ore Near Home

More 
Ohioans are touring and 
camping closer to home this summer 
than ever before, according to early 
headcounts at 58 state parks. 
The most dramatic evidence was 
noted in April when uncertainty over 
gasoline supplies was at its height. 
Although the energy pinch may not 
have been the only reason, state parks 
visitors tripled in April, increasing 
from one million to three million in the 
same months of 1973 and 1974. 
Mary Schirtzinger of the Ohio 
Division of Parks said weather and 
normal growth of park use also con­ 
tributed to the increase but gas woes 
appear to have been the principal 
cause. 
As fuel became more plentiful in 
May, the most recent month for which 
figures are available, 4.1 million 
visitors were logged at the parks com­ 
pared with 3.9 million last year. 
The experimental campground 
reservation system inaugurated this 
year apparently is having mixed 
success, parks officials say. 
Of 12 state parks in the reservation 
network, four were booked solid in 
advance for the Memorial Day 
weekend. They are Cowan, Mohican, 
Salt Fork and Stonelick. They are also 
heavily reserved over most weekends, 
a parks spokesman said. 
Up to one-third of the campsites at 
the eight other parks on the reser­ 
vation system have been available to 
the first-come camper on major 
holidays. Vacancies are plentiful at 
most parks on weekdays. 
As a rule, campers who have availed 


themselves of the reservation plan 
have been pleased except, perhaps, for 
the $1.50 service charge. 


But campers who have been turned 
away at parks booked full in advance 
have been critical of the reservation 
system. 


They point to the example of 
Michigan, which will reserve only half 
the campsites at 40 of its state parks on 
the reservation network. The others 
are available on a first-come basis. 


Because Ohio’s program is new, 
there is confusion among the camping 
public as to which parks are on the 
reservation system and just how the 
network works, state officials concede. 


They say also that the Michigan 
system is one of the alternatives being 
studied for possible adoption in Ohio 
next year.

reaffirmed 
the

stitutionality of a Cincinnati ordinance 
against disorderly conduct. That also 
was a 4-3 decision with O’Neill, Stem, 
and William B. Brown dissenting. 
Steven N. Karlan of Cincinnati 
appealed his conviction on a charge of 
using “ unlawful, wilful, and insulting 
conduct with the intent to abuse and 
annoy other persons.” 
The Ohio court, reaffirming its 
earlier decision, cited prior decisions 
of the U.S. Supreme Court saying, in 
effect, that the use of so-called 
“ fighting words” is punishable as a 
criminal act, and not protected by the 
freedom of speech amendment.

Medical Bill 
Becomes Law 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
John Gilligan Wednesday let become 
law without his signature a bill 
requiring state-assisted medical 
schools to establish departments of 
family practice.

The film is “ Uptown 
Saturday 
Night.” and it stars Sidney Poitier, 
Cosby, Harry Belafonte, Flip Wilson, 
Richard Pryor, Calvin Lockhart. 
Roscoe I.<ee Browne, Paula Kelly and 
others. 
Poitier put the project together and 
directed it for First Artists, in which he 
is a partner with Barbra Streisand, 
Steve McQueen, Dustin Hoffman and 
Paul Newinan. 
“ Uptown Saturday Night” opened to 
excellent business in New York and 
Chicago, but some of the reviews have 
been dismaying. 
“ As black film makers, we are 
subject to a condition in which things 
get pushed out of proportion,” Cosby 
observed. 
“ In the first place, this is not a black 
film made by 
blacks 
for 
black 
audiences. We are Americans, and we 
made the picture to be seen and en­ 
joyed by Americans.” 
Cosby was especially piqued by- 
criticisms that “ Uptown Saturday 
Night” repeated the old movie 
stereotype of eye-bugging by black 
comics. 
“ The color of the skin of a black 
man,” 
suid 
the 
comedian 
in 
a 
pedagogical manner, “ gives more 
prominence to the whiteness of the 
eyes than does the pinkish tinge of the 
white man’s skin. 
“ Watch George Segal or Jack 
Nicholson or Walter Matthau or Jack 
I>emmon when they are doing comedy 
and you will note that their eyes do 
indeed bug out. It is only natural in 
comedy to open your eyes wider.” 
Most of the reviews of “ Uptown 
Saturday Night" in New York were 
favorable (ll pro, I con, 3 no opinion), 
but Cosby complained that “ we as 
black Americans tend to be audition­ 
ing every- time we make a movie. 
“ Nobody talks about a ‘white 
movie.’ But whenever blacks do a film, 
the critics ask is it a black movie? Is it 
real?’

By last weekend, the Agriculture 
Department said Tuesday, the wheat 
harvest was 95 per cent completed in 
Kansas and nearly done in Texas and

The newspaper said also it has a 
copy of a 1973 patrol memorandum

The report said warm weather 
spurred com growl!i across the Com 
Belt, with plants growing IO inches 
during the week. “ Growth is about 
normal in Ohio but is behind normal in 
most other Com Belt states, due 
largely to the wide variation of 
planting dates and cool, wet weather in 
May and June,” officials said. 
But hot winds, which hastened the 
wheat harvest in the plains, sapped 
topsoil moisture in com fields in 
Kansas and Nebraska, increasing a 
need for irrigation, the report said. 
“ The southern com crop is in mostly 
good condition, but dry conditions are 
affecting growth.“ the report said. 
“ Dryness in western Kentucky is 
causing some leaf curl. In Tennessee, 
20 per cent of the com is silked, 
compared with 35 per cent average, 
and many stalks are tasseling out 
short.” 
Although the warm weather helped 
crops recuperate from earlier cold, 
wet conditions, there are still doubts 
about 1974 production. New wheat 
production figures will be announced 
by USD A on Thursday. Then on 
Friday, based on updated acreage 
surveys, the department will issue a 
new projection on this year’s com 
crop. 
Actual corn yield estimates based on 
field surveys, however, will not be 
made until August.

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Three 
Arraigned, Seven Sentenced 
During Wednesday's Court Session 


Three men who had been indicted by 
the April Grand Jury during its third 
session last Friday were a r ra ig n e d ui 
Pickaway County Common Pleas 
Court Wednesday morning. Also ap­ 
pearing before Judge William Ammer 
during the court session were seven 
persons for sentencing. 
Pleading guilty to the charge of 
obstructing justice was Hollie Paul 
Showalter, Route I, New Holland. The 
court ordered a pre-sentence report to 
be prepared by the Adult Parole 
Authority on Showalter charged with 
harboring and concealing his brother 
who had escaped from the london 
Correctional Institution. 
Jerry Neal Albright, Charleston. W. 
Va., pleaded guilty to receiving stolen 
property at his arraignment and was 
sentenced to 1-6 years in the Ohio State 
Penitentiary. 
One of three charges was dismissed 
at the request of the county prosecutor 
after Francis Milton Boyle, Columbus, 
entered negotiated pleas of guilty to 
the other two charges. The court or­ 
dered a pre-sentence report to be 
prepared before sentencing is com­ 
pleted for the two counts of breaking 
and entering. A charge of grand lar­ 
ceny was dismissed against Boyle. 
Jerry Handel Slone, Columbus, was 
scheduled for arraignment on the 
charge of gross sexual imposition on a 
girl under the age of 13 but informed 
the court he wanted to seek counsel. 
The case was continued until a later 
time.

The Senate Watergate committee 
staff quoted Ehrlichman as saying in 
sworn testimony, “I wanted them to 
turn up something and send (O’Brien) 
to jail before the election and un­ 
fortunately it didn’t materialize.” 
The staff s report, which was made 
public Wednesday, said Ehrlichman 
succeeded in speeding up an IRS audit 
of O'Brien, but the audit turned up 
nothing wrong in O’Brien’s taxes. 
It also said Ehrlichman tongue- 
lashed the head of the IRS for taking 
too long to haul O'Brien in for an in­ 
terview, and that Ehrlichman passed 
along sensitive tax information about 
O’Brien to President Nixon. 
O’Brien, told about the Watergate 
report by a newsman, said, “ I can’t 
comprehend a president or 
an 
assistant using an agency of the 
government to destroy an individual.” 
The Watergate special prosecution 
force and the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee are investigating allegations 
that administration officials illegally 
abused the power of the government 
for political purposes. 
The O’Brien incident occurred about 
the same time as the Watergate 
wiretapping. O’Brien was a chief 
target of the wiretappers, captured in­ 
side Democratic headquarters June 
17, 1972. 
One month earlier, according to the 
staff report, assistant IRS com­ 
m issioner 
Roger 
Barth 
showed 
Ehrlichman a "sensitive case report" 
that showed O’Brien had received 
substantial payments in 1970 from a 
finn owned by billionaire Howard R. 
Hughes. O’Brien ran a management 
consulting finn then. 


Officers Shot 
In Columbus 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Four 
policemen were wounded today after 
one officer tried to serve an old 
warrant and was shot. 
Police took into custody a man who 
barricaded himself in a three-story 
apartment building and exchanged 
gunfire with police for three minutes 
before being caught. 
The four officers were taken to a 
hospital where one officer’s condition 
was listed as serious with bullet 
wounds in his back and left arm. He 
was identified as Richard Fickeisen. 
45, who originally attempted to serve 
the warrant.

Human M ilk 
Said Food 
Resource 


CHICAGO (AP) — Human milk is 
overlooked as a natural resource in the 
search for more food to feed the 
world's 
growing 
population, 
a 
California public health 
specialist 
says. 
lam enting the decline in breast­ 
feeding in some developing countries, 
he said that if all the mothers in the 
world suddenly started bottle-feeding 
their babies there would not be enough 
food to go around. 
Dr. Derrick B. Jelliffe made his 
comments Wednesday at a symposium 
for health professionals sponsored by 
I .a I x'chc league International, an 
organization that promotes breast­ 
feeding. Jelliffe is professor of public 
health and pediatrics at the University 
of California, Ixis Angeles. 
He told newsmen later that while 
breast-feeding is increasing among 
middle-class women in the United 
States and Europe, it is declining in 
some developing countries where 
women are emulating practices as­ 
sociated with the developed nations. 
Jelliffe cited a study by Alan Berg of 
the World Bank which estimates the 
annual 
cost 
of 
bottle-feeding 
throughout the world at $780 million. 
Jelliffe said that in Singapore there 
was a decline between 1951 and 1960 
from 71 per cent to 42 per cent of 
children in low income families breast­ 
fed for at least three months. This is 
calculated to cost $1.8 million a year to 
provide other foods, which are 
nutritionally poorer.
